STRIKE IS OVER 


Settlement in 33-Day Walkout Is Reached; 
Employees Win $50 A Month Increase 


Mill Valley’s striking city em ­ 
ployees returned to their jobs 
today following city council ap­ 
proval last night of an 11-page 
a g r e e m e n t that provides, 
among other things, a $50-a^ 
month raise for all employees. 
(Another Mill Valley City Coun­ 
cil story, page 28.) 
In a 3-2 vote, councilmen end­ 
ed the 33-day-old strike that 
had all but halted city business. 
Thirty-nine city employees, the 
entire force with the exception 
of 
police 
and 
firemen, 
had 
struck July 1. 
City Mgr. William H. Cun­ 
ningham today said the total 
package will cost the city be­ 
tween $33.000 and $35.000. The 
average employee increase is 
7.5 per cent, including medical 
and dental benefits. 
City employees began nego­ 
tiations with a 16 per cent pay 
increase request and two weeks 
ago had dropped to 9.3 per cent. 
At that point, the city’s offer 
w as 6.5 per cent. 
Cunningham today would not 
say whether the agreement was 
a victory for the city or the 
employees, preferring to keep 
the now-ended battle “out of the 
press.” 
No spokesman for city em ­ 
ployees could be reached for 
comment. 
In voting against the settle­ 
ment, which was d r a f t e d 
Wednesday, Councilman Robert 
H. 
Andresen said the $50-a- 
month raise for all employees 
was “grossly inequitable.” 
“I feel it is excessive for cler­ 
ical and semiprofessionals in 
relation to other em ployees’ 
salaries,” Andresen declared. 
The pay hike represents a sala­ 
ry range from $506 a month for 
a first step library clerk to 


$1.093 for a building inspector 
at the fifth step. 
Mayor George E. Wickham 
also voted against the agree­ 
ment, but gave no reason for 
doing so. 
In addition to the across-the- 
board pay hike retroactive to 
July 1, employees will receive 
overtime pay at a rate of one- 
and-a-half times their hourly 
wage (the agreement includes a 
provision that employees will 
be given compensatory time off 
if funds for overtime are not 
available): the city will join the 
Public Employees Retirement 
System at the earliest date the 
state will accept; hospital and 
medical coverage will be paid 
by the city for each employee 
and his first dependent; begin­ 
ning Jan. 1, the city will pro­ 
vide a dental p r o g r a m for 
employees and dependents, not 
to e x c e e d $9 a month; four 
pages outline the formal griev­ 
ance procedures and establish 
five stewards in finance, li­ 
brary, parks and recreation, 
streets and sanitation, and a 
clause eliminating discrimina­ 
tion in the city’s hiring prac­ 
tices.

comment on the strike. 
The capacity crowd at city 
hall burst into loud applause 
when Dwight W. McCoy, presi­

But we 
don’t. How could we? Several 
congressional com m ittees are 
studying the same problems, 
and we certainly would have to 
wait for their suggestions.

The U.S. decision to back a 
United Nations seat for Com­

China 
caused 
little 
surprise

capitals 
today. Nationalist China said it 
would fight to retain its own 
seat. Some Communist nations 
reacted 
with 
suspicion 
and 
Western Europe generally ap­ 
proved. 


Official sources in Taipei said 
the Nationalists would block the 
Communists’ entry by fighting 
to retain their own seat in 
belief Peking would not enter 
as long as the Nationalists were 
there. Unofficial sources said 
Peking’s entry would destroy 
the U.N. 


Approval came 
from such 
nations as France and Sweden, 
which have diplomatic relations 
with

China, 
the 
Philippines 
which

moving in that direction, and 
A ustralia. Josef Tekoah, the 
Israeli ambassador to Washing­ 
ton, said he would recommend 
U.N. membership. 


Turkey,

Acting chairman Peter R Ar- 
rigoni Jr. said either he or Baar 
woudl present Marin’s recom­ 
mendations at the hearing by 
the House Interior Subcommit­ 
tee on National Parks and Rec­ 
reation next Monday in San 
Francisco. 
The supervisors spent more,

The bill 
involved is H.R. 9498 by Rep. 


Philip Burton, D-Fifth District. 
It would create a federal recre­ 
ation area stretching from Fort

tional Seashore, taking in the

headland Army forts and all of 
the Olema Valley south of Ole- 
ma.

Nixon Urges Release Of 
Secret World War II Data 


Angela Hears Judge Haley Was 
Prime Backer For Black Jurors 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -P r e s ­ 
ident Nixon proposed Tuesday 
that 160 million pages of secret 
World War II docum ents be 
declassified. 
He announced the “massive 
declassification” plan in asking 
Congress 
to 
appropriate 
$636,000 to initiate the project 
which would cost $6 million 
over a five-year period. 
“These documents are more 
than 25 years old,” Nixon said 
in a letter, “and after careful 
consideration, I believe that we 
must 
undertake 
a 
massive 
declassification if the United 
States is to retain its traditional 
leadership in providing accessi­ 
bility to historical papers, and 
if we are to preserve respect 
for these sensitive materials 
which should properly remain 
classified.” 
Nixon said that for several 
months, representatives of the 
National 
Archives 
and 
the 
records service of the General 
Services 
Administration 
had 
held discussions with the State 
and Defense departments, and 


concluded that 90 to 95 per cent 
of the secret documents of the 
1940-45 
period 
may 
now 
be 
declassified. 
The President noted that in 
January, he set up a high-level, 
interagency study to review 
general procedures for handling 
sensitive materials. 


He 
said 
that 
Tuesday’s 
request 
“does 
not 
spring 
directly from that effort, (but) 
it does reflect the same priority 
which this administration pla­ 
ces upon the open conduct of 
public affairs.” 


“In this age of uncertainty, it 
is 
clear 
that 
our 
security 
depends as much upon public 
trust 
and 
understanding 
as 
upon the protection of legiti­ 
mate state secrets,” he added. 


The matter of declassifying 
governm ent 
docum ents 
was emphasized earlier 
this 
summer when the New York 
Times and other new spapers 
published*portions of a secret 
Pentagon study on U.S. involve­ 
ment in Vietnam.

Nixon's Inflation Cutting Goal 
Seems In Jeopardy After Hikes 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI -T he 
nrw „ontTact settlements in the 
railroad and steel industries, 
and the steel price increase 
that 
followed, 
could 
cripple 
President 
Nixon's 
plans 
to 
shrink inflation to a managea­ 
ble size by the middle of next 
year. 
There is no evidence, howev­ 
er, that the President will react 
by using the standby wage and 
price control authority Con­ 
gress has given him. 
The steel contract provided 
more 
than a 
30 
per 
cent 
increase in wages and fringe 
benefits over three years —the 
same as the steelworkers won 
earlier this year in negotiations 
with the aluminum, can and 
copper industries and the auto 
workers 
won 
from 
General 
Motors. The United Transporta­ 
tion Union got a 42 per cent 
hike over 42 months, the same 
a* negotiated earlier by four 
other rail unions. 
All of these 
settlements 
together have built a labor cost 
factor into a large segment of 
die American economy that far 
exceeds the average cost oi 
living increase. In other words, 
the 
settlements 
have 
beer 
about twice as inflationary as 
the economy as a whole, anc 
the labor costs extend for the 
next three years. 
The steel price increase will 
hit the consumer, including the 
workers who got the wage 
increases, thus putting farther 
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out of reach Nixon's goal of 
cutting inflation to a 3 per cent 
rate by next July —a little over 
four months before the 1972 
presidential election. 


The 
steel 
industry 
began 
announcing across the board 
price hikes little more than 12 
hours after reaching agreement 
with the steelworkers, citing 
the “inflationary” wage settle­ 
ment as the justification for the 
price increase. 


The railroads are regulated 
by the government and are not 
free to increase transportation 
rates at will, but their recent 
labor settlements may prompt 
them to ask the interstate 


Commerce 
Commission 
for 
another 
rate 
increase. 
The 
carriers have 
won five in­ 
creases in the past four years, 
the latest being a 6 per cent 
boost earlier this yetr. 
Price increases could cause 
competitive problems for both 
the 
steel 
firms 
and 
the 
railroads. 


U.S. steel firms already are 
protected by import quotas on 
lower-priced foreign steel, but 
price hikes could bring de­ 
mands from different quarters 
to increase the quota sizes or 
eliminate 
them. 
The 
latter 
would be a heavy blow to the 
domestic steel industry.

Sudan Warns 1,800 Red 
Advisers; Cairo Backing 


KHARTOUM (UPI) - The 
Sudanese government has or­ 
dered most of the estimated 
1,800 Soviet advisers serving in 
this country to stay in their 
homes, but there are no plans 
to withdraw the local ambassa­ 
dor, a Soviet embassy spokes-, 
man said today. 
The disclosures followed the 
government’s decision to expel 
the embassy’s No. 2 man, 
Nikhail Orlov, and Bulgarian 
Ambassador 
Stoyam Zaimov 
from the country. 
Political sources said 
a 
similar order was prepared for 
Soviet 
Ambassador 
Anatoly 
Nikolaev without being served, 
but that he was expected to 
leave on his own volition. 
Egypt meanwhile lined up 
alongside Sudan in its quarrel 
with 
the 
Soviet 
Union. 
It 
declared support for President 
Numeiry and denounced “out­ 
side interference.” 
Political sources in Beirut 
called the announcement the 
second major blow in 24 hours 
to Soviet relations with the 
Arab world. They said Egyptian 
President Answar Sadat ap­ 
peared to be 
putting Arab 
solidarity ahead of friendship 
with Russia which has poured 
billions of dollars worth of 


military and other aid into both 
countries. 
Orlov was flying from Khar­ 
toum this afternoon aboard a 
Soviet commercial flight, but 
Zaimov has another five days 
before he must leave, officials 
said. 
The embassy spokesman said 
Moscow protested against Or­ 
lov’s expulsion. But this ap­ 
parently had little affect on the 
Sudanese 
government’s posi­ 
tion. 
Relations between Khartoum 
and 
Moscow, 
the 
country’s 
main supplier of arm s, aid, 
advisers and trade, crumpled 
over Soviet protests against the 
government’s 
crackdown 
on 
local Communists involved in 
an abortive coup two weeks 
ago. 


The Sudanese reacted to this 
by recalling their ambassadors 
to Moscow and Bulgaria during 
the weekend and declaring the 
two Communist diplomats per­ 
sona non grata. 
The Soviet embassy spokes­ 
man said Moscow has reached 
no decision 
to 
recall 
its 
ambassador in Khartoum in 
reply to these moves. 
The Sudan also took steps 
today to strengthen Maj. Gen. 


Jaafar Numeiry’s authority as 
head 
of 
state. 
The 
voting 
populace of the Sudan was 
asked to approve Numeiry as 
president in a public referen­ 
dum Sept. 15. 
Council Vice Chairman Ba- 
bakr Awadallah said the council 
Monday unanimously nominated 
Numeiry for president, a title 
used by Numeiry but never 
adopted formally. “By holding 
this referendum, we would be 
taking 
an

step 
toward setting up the constitu­ 
tional organizations which will 
return authority to the people,” 
Awadallah said.

The Belvedere City Council 
last night adopted a budget for 
1971-72 of $498,738, up $24,598 
from last year. 


The tax rate was set by the 
council at $1.70 per $100 as­ 
sessed 
valuation 
unchanged 
from 1970-71. The tax bite, how­ 
ever, will be steeper due to 
increase in the assessment rate 
from 23 to 25 per cent of fair 
market valuation. 


The council adopted the budg­ 
et with a speed that city Mgr. 
William L. Cavalli said reflect­ 
ed extensive budget review at 
its last two meetings. 
The budget includes $195,048 
for w a g e s and wage supple­ 
ments; $115,450 for materials, 
supplies and services; $142,240 
for capital outlay, including 
equipment outlay, and $46,000 
for general obligation bonds, 
principal and interest. 
Mayor Thomas S. Price noted 
Belvedere will have been incor­ 
porated 75 years on Dec. 28, 
1971, 
and 
council 
appointed 
Councilman Alan Steinau to 
head a citizens committee to 
determine what the city will do 
to honor the occassion. Price 
asked the public for volunteers 
to work on the committee. 
A 
relatively 
minor 
item 
turned into a clash between the 
city council and the planning 
commission. George V. Ban­ 
ning, 
commission 
chairman, 


said the commission recom­ 
mended a revocable license be 
denied to Stanley R. Kennedy, 
175 San Rafael Avenue, to keep 
a rail fence he constructed on 
city property in front of his 
house. 
The council disagreed and ap­ 
proved the revocable license 
with the provision Kennedy put 
in a sidewalk the length of the 
fence. Price said that some­ 
times the council has to com­ 
promise in the best interest of 
the people. Banning said the 
commission is 
beginning 
to 
worry about compromises. 
While Price pointed out the 
license is revocable, Banning 
said a license is seldom re­ 
voked and the city would wind 
up losing property. 
The council discussed opening 
bids for improvements on San 
Rafael Avenue even though no 
funds were earmarked in the 
budget for that purpose.

’Hieir orbit swept over the 
great circular Sea of Rains 
where Russia’s Lunokhod moon 
robot landed last November. 
Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
reported that the unmanned 
vehicle resumed its research 
today as the sun rose over the 
vast plain. 
Scott and Irwin landed on the 
eastern edge of the Sea of 
Rains Friday and fheir surface 
studies, together with orbital

The Marin Community Col­ 
lege District Board of Trustees 
is scheduled to adopt a $9.7 
million budget after a public 
hearing at 8 p.m. tomorrow in 
Room 101 in the Science Build­ 
ing in the Kentfield campus. 
The board will discuss the 
wording of a $16.7 million bond 
issue on the Nov. 2 ballot. The 
board approved holding the 
bond election at its July 15 
meeting. 
Trustees will select names for 
the colleges to be built on Col­ 
lege of Marin’s Novato campus. 
Names suggested for the col­ 
leges are Novato, Miwok and 
Pacheco. 
Other items to come before 
the board include discussion 
revision o* the sabbatical leave 
policy, a policy on release-time 
to attend professional conven­ 
tions, changing the utility con­ 
nections in the science center 
lecture ball, awarding a con­ 
tract to construct a library’ and 
improvement of parking lot 15, 
appointment of a dean of in­ 
struction, and naming addition­ 
al 
persons 
to the citizens’ 
advisory panel to the board. 
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trying 
to 
restructure 
along 
competitive rate pricing lines. 
—Continued self regulation 
through a new and smaller 
board of governors. 
The present board is made up 
of 33 members, 29 of them 
brokers and many of them floor 
specialists. Under Martin’s con­ 
cept. obviously with an eye to 
keeping government regulation 
at arm ’s length, the new ex­ 
change would have a 21 man 
board. It would include 10 bro­ 
kers, 10 other members chosen 
from government, the business 
w'orld and the general public 
and the chairman of the board 
of governors who would be the 
first paid, full time chairman in 
Exchange history. 
Martin seemed to comprom­ 
ise in a possible conflict of 
interest area.

negotiating rates on orders of 
$500,000 and more, rates always 
had been fixed. 
The SEC has argued for 
negotiated rates in an open 
market, contending that they 
would benefit the public by 
going lower under competitive 
pressures. The Exchange, and 
apparently Martin, argues that 
negotiated rates would leave 
the m arket and the general 
public at the mercy of big 
houses which could lower rates 
until competition disappeared 
and then hike them.

New Sisco Pitch

Two Israeli newspapers said 
today Assistant Secretary of 
State Joseph J. Sisco has asked 
Israel to withdraw 30 miles 
from the Suez Canal and to 
permit Egyptian troops to cross 
the waterway in exchange for a 
two to three year extension of 
the Middle East cease-fire.

After months of work and the 
expenditure

$8,000, 
four 
scuba divers have extracted a 
five-ton rock of jade from the 
Pacific Ocean. And now they 
don’t know quite what to do 
with it. 
.Donald Wobber, 43, of subur­ 
ban Hillsborough said, 
“We 
want it to go to a museum” 
and hopes someone will donate 
the money to put it in the 
Smithsonian 
Institution 
in 
Washington, D.C. 
But no one has come forward 
and the four men who tugged it 
from 30 feet deep in theocean 
value it at $180,000. They assert 
the eight-foot long stone is the 
largest piece of jade on this 
continent. 
Wobber, who is a printer and 
photographer, had known about 
the jade for 10 years but until 
recently had believed it impos­ 
sible to lift from a ledge off the 
Monterey County shore south of 
Big Sur. 
Starting in November, he and 
the three others dug under the 
ledge so that the rock slid down 
onto a steel pallet which was in 
water 70 feet deep.

Dove To Keep Tabs 
On Secret Agencies 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -One 
of the most active doves and 
Pentagon critics in the House 
has been named chairman of a 
super-secret 
subcommittee 
charged with keeping tabs on 
the CIA and other intelligence 
agencies. And he was appointed 
to the post by the pro-military 
chairman of the Armed Servi­ 
ces Committee. 
Rep. Lucien Nedzi, D-Mich., 
said one of the first things he is 
going to do in his new job is 
visit the headquarters of the 
Central Intelligence Agency in 
Langley, Va. 
After that, said Nedzi, he 
hopes to hold public hearings on 
U.S. intelligence gathering acti­ 
vities. 
As an eight-year member of 
the full committee, Nedzi has 
attended 
briefings by CIA 
directors from time to time. 
But 
his 
new 
position will 
provide him with an opportuni­ 
ty 
to 
maintain 
close 
and 
constant 
oversight 
of the 
agency. 
The subcommittee Nedzi is 
taking over was considered so 
vital by Rep. L. Mendel Rivers, 
D-S.C., that the late chairman 
of the Armed Services Commit­ 
tee 
always 
reserved 
that 
chairmanship for himself. Not 
only did Rivers’ successor, Rep. 
F. Edward Hebert, D-La., pass 
up the post, but he expanded its 
jurisdiction. 
“The special subcommittee 
on intelligence is directed to 
make periodic inquiries into all 
phases of intelligence activities 
within 
the 
Department 
of 


Defense and within the agencies 
established under the National 
Security Act, 
and 
to 
make 
legislative 
recommendations 
when 
appropriate,” 
Hebert 
wrote Nedzi in a July 27th 
letter officially designating him 
chairman. 
Besides the CIA, Nedzi will 
have jurisdiction over the 
Defense 
Intelligence 
Agency 
and the 
National 
Security 
Agency, 
two 
hush-hush 
branches of the Pentagon, 
Nedzi said in an interview 
Hebert had placed “no restric­ 
tions of any sort” on him, 
though he added it remained to 
be seen what the future would 
hold. One of his goals, said 
Nedzi, would be an effort “to 
reconcile the public’s right to 
know with the national securi­ 
ty.” 
Despite Nedzi’s criticism of 
the military and administration 
Vietnam policy, the CIA may 
be in for a better reception 
than it would imagine. Ap­ 
parently its director, Richard 
Helms, scores high with the 
Michigan Democrat. 
“I have been tremendously

with 
Mr. 
Helms 
from the few occasions he has 
appeared 
before 
the 
Armed 
Services Committee,” said Ned- 


zi. 
Why did Hebert pick him? 
“Because he’s a good man,” 
said the Louisiana Democrat 
when the question was asked. 
“ Even though w e’re opposed 
philosophically,” Hebert said, 
he has come to respect Nedzi’s 
ability in pressing his case. 


Rare Eagle 
Hunters In 
For Trouble 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -I n ­ 
terior Secretary Rogers C.B. 
Morton has asked the Justice 
Department to prosecute per­ 
sons responsible for the report­ 
ed slayings from helicopters of 
more than 500 rare bald and 
golden eagles in Wyoming and 
Colorado.

Vogan said he never actually 
killed one himself. But he said 
Doyle Vaughn, manager of the

to shoot the eagles under the 
predator control program.”

Budget For 


Lagunitas 


Schools Set 


The Lagumtas School District 
board last night adopted a fis­ 
cal 1971-72 budget of $484,560, 
up from $425,354 last fiscal 
year. 


Despite the increase, acting 
Supt. Harry F. Roche said he 
expected the district tax rate 
may drop several cents from 
last year’s $4.56 per $100 of 
assessed valuation because of 
the boost from 23 to 25 per cent 
in the county’s property assess­ 
ment ratio. 
In other business, the board 
learned the number of candi­ 
dates for district superintend­ 
ent has been narrowed from 44 
to 10 by a screening committee, 
and that a special meeting may 
be necessary later this week to 
choose a replacement for Jo­ 
seph Amato, who resigned. 
Trustees took under advise­ 
ment proposed changes in the 
counseling program. 


Contracts Are Let 
On Treatment Plants 


The Novato Sanitary District 
board last night awarded con­ 
tracts totaling more than $2.5 
million to improve two treat­ 
ment plants and construct an 
outfaU line to San Pablo Bay. 


Kirkwood-Bly Inc. of Santa 
Rosa was awarded a $1,590,790 
contract to construct the 30,000- 
foot outfall line, reported Bill L. 
Bayles, assistant district engi­ 
neer. Healy T i b b i t s of San 
Francisco was awarded a $1,- 
005,000 contract to expand the 
Novato and Ignacio treatment 
plants. 
The projects designed to meet 
the requirements of the Region­ 
al Water Quality Control Board 
were approved by the voters in 
a $5 million bond election last 
December. 
The board also awarded Ev­ 
erson Construction of Petaluma 
a $18,974 contract to construct a 
24-inch line along Wilson Ave­ 
nue from Novato Boulevard to 
near Monte Vista.

Appeal Ban 


On Building 


Directors of the Ross Valley 
Sanitary 
District 
voted last 
night to appeal a ban on new 
construction imposed in the re­ 
gion last month by the Regional 
Water Quality Control Board. 
The appeal will be carried to 
the State Water Resources Con­ 
trol Board by Seaside attorney 
Saul M. Weingarten, hired by 
the board last night, according 
to Dist. Mgr. Ralph C. Noah. 
The building ban, from which 
Corte Madera and Larkspur are 
excluded, seeks to force the 
district 
to 
halt pollution of 
Corte Madera Creek through its 
treatment plant and to stop 
bypassing 
the plant in wet 
weather. 
The regional board gave the 
district until April 1, 1974 to 
stop bypassing, although the 
district said it needed moi;e 
time. 


The ban, similar to one im­ 
posed in Southern Marin in 
June, would allow new con­ 
struction only to the extent that 
treatment improvements offset 
discharges from additional sew­ 
er connections. 


Weingarten also represents 
developers and real estate in­ 
terests fighting the Southern 
Marin ban. 
The state board 
has rejected an appeal by the 
group, 
and 
Weingarten 
has 
promised court action.

The Rohnert Park City Coun­ 
cil last night denied a rezoning 
request for apartments that 
would increase density in a 
single family residential area. 


Sonoma Campus Co. had re­ 
quested rezoning on Southwest 
Boulevard to permit the con­ 
struction of four-unit dwellings 
on two lots.

Two 
recommended 
major 
changes in Sausalito’s Park 
Plaza plan, including creation 
of a public water entrance to 
the city on Sausalito Point and 
an urban plaza (with parking) 
in the area of Municipal Park­ 
ing Lot No. 1, will be presented 
to the Sausalito City Council at 
8 p.m. today in city hall. 
The proposal, formulated by 
the Sausalito Recreation Com­ 
mission, differs markedly from 
the William E. Spangle Park 
Plaza plan, recently adopted by 
the city council, which would 
turn the heart of Sausalito’s 
d o w n t o w n into a series of 
malls, open space parks and 
pedestrian walkways. 
The commission’s plan sug­ 
gests the area near the ferry­ 
boat Berkeley be planned to 
accommodate a ferry terminal, 


public boat landing and out­ 
board mooring facility designed 
for short-term use. 


Although the Spangle plan 
also envisions a ferry terminal 
on Sausalito Point, it also calls 
for an open w a t e r area and 
pedestrian boardwalk along the 
waterfront. 


Whereas Spangle would turn 
Muncipal Parking Lot No. 1 
into an open space park and 
climate nearly all parking, the 
recreation commission suggests 
an urban plaza, including un­ 
derground or covered parking 
areas and a combination of 
trees and grass, areas for sit­ 
ting and some commercial ac­ 
tivity.

Ross Trustees 
Adopt Budget 


FIRE CALLS 


Trustees of the Ross School 
District, acting after a formal 
public hearing, last night adopt­ 
ed a $680,489 budget for fiscal 
1971-72, up from $526,641 last 
fiscal year, according to Supt. 
Thomas A. Anderson. 
Anderson said the increase 
would boost the district tax rate 
to $3.17 per $100 of assessed 
valuation, up 13.5 cents, despite 
a hike from 23 to 25 per cent in 
the county’s property assess­ 
ment ratio. 
The reason for the tax rate 
hike, he said, is inclusion in the 


spending program of an extra 
$10,000 for reserves and $27,000 
for refurbishing work at Ross 
School. 


In other action last night, the 
board approved hiring three 
teachers — Mary Anne Cow- 
perthwaite, fourth, fifth and 
sixth grades, $8,614 annually; 
Catherine Reinert, mathemat­ 


ics, $10,804, and Carolyn Bond, 
kindergarten, $8,760 — and ac­ 
cepted the resignation of a 
fourth, Peter Georgi, who has 
taken another teaching job. 


Residents on Tamal Vista 
Boulevard — who lost a battle 
two weeks ago on density of 
development in a nearby unin­ 
corporated stretch of the boule­ 
vard — last night won a 
skirmish on another front. 
They persuaded the Corte 
Madera Town Council to reopen 
the question of zoning for a 7.5- 
acre parcel at 200 Tamal Vista 
Boulevard and to reconsider 
permission granted in February 
to Mill Valley developers, Vail 
and Associates, to build a mul­ 
tiple dwelling unit on the site. 
Two weeks ago — acting on 
another nearby parcel, an unin­ 
corporated island on Tamal 
Vista — the county Board of 
Supervisors ignored a stand 
taken the night before by the 
town council which — after a 
two-hour public hearing — de­ 
clared the town opposed to 121 
or even 114 units proposed by 
Ribiero-Parmelee Developers, 
but willing to see an 86 unit 
complex. 
The 
supervisors 
granted the developers’ request 
for 121 units. 
Undaunted, many of the same 


residents turned out again last 
night. They told council they 
had not learned of the February 
rezoning action until it came up 
at the supervisors meeting. 
Already located on Tamal 
Vista are Cinema I, the Co-op, 
the Corte Madera Shopping 
Center and the Marin Municipal 
Water District. 
“The property owners have 
been gracefully raked,” said 
Graham Gettemy of 28 Council 
Crest Drive. “There are 10 peo­ 
ple here tonight who say if this 
thing goes through they’re mov­ 
ing out of Corte Madera,” Get­ 
temy said. 
Mayor Pro Tern Harold B. 
Wagstaff expressed his regret 
that he had made the motion at 
the February meeting permit­ 
ting the maximum density. 
“The minute I made it I had 
reservation,” he said. “I’U not 
make the same mistake again.” 
The council voted 3 to 2 to 
refer the rezoning recommen­ 
dation back to the town plan­ 
ners for a réévaluation, asking 
specifically that the density be 
revised down.

Florida Officials Let 
More Sunshine In 


There recently has been a 
spate of unannounced, closed- 
door “workshops” and “get-to- 
gethjers” by public boards and 
councils in Marin to make deci­ 
sions in secret that deal with 
the public's business. 
It has been 18 years since the 
R a 1 p h M. Brown Act was 
placed in the statutes to pre­ 
vent this sort of thing. It came 
into being as result of a study 
made by the Assembly Judici­ 
ary Committee which disclosed 
widespread abuse by elected 
public bodies of the electors’ 
right to know. It was hailed as 
a model law, and many other 
states used it as such in subse­ 
quently enacting open meeting 
laws. 
In 18 years, however, it ap­ 
pears 
that 
many 
California 
public o f f i c i a l s have not 
learned to live with the Brown 
Act. That mental malady of 
public office, the illusion of om­ 
nipotence, seems to blind many 
of them to the obvious fact that 
they as the public’s 
agents 
have no right to set policies or 
make decisions affecting the 
public in privacy. 
WE W O U L D ALL like to 
think that California public offi­ 
cials are better than those in 
other states — or at least, no 
w o r s e . But if a recent New 
York Times report on operation 
of Florida's “Sunshine Law” is 
to be credited, officials in that 
state are much more ready to 
recognize their obligations than 
are many of those in California. 
The “ Sunshine Law” is Flori­ 
da’s open meeting statute — 
modeled, 
like 
many 
others, 
largely on the Brown Act. It 
goes a little farther than Cali­ 
fornia law, however, in making 
a public official guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor whenever he attends 
an illegal closed meeting. The

“escape 
hatch" which makes its misde­ 
meanor provision unenforcea­ 
ble. 
The “Sunshine Law” was en­ 
acted in 1967, when California 
already had 14 years’ experi­ 
ence with the Brown Act. Its 
misdemeanor provision got its 
first test in May of this year. 
Two North Lauderdale com­ 
missioners were convicted of 
violating the law by meeting 
with a third commissioner and 
a municipal employee in a car 
and, while d r i v i n g around, 
agreeing to vote the mayor and 
police chief out of office. They 
were fined $500 each. 
THE FREEDOM of Informa­ 
tion Digest, drawing on 
the 
Times report, indicates this at­ 
tempt to evade the law was 
more of a rarity in Florida than 
it might be in California. Says 
the Digest: 
“Before 1967, public business 
was commonly conducted at 
hotel breakfasts and private 
homes, reducing public meet­ 
ings to rubber stamps. Today, 
reports from all over the state 
indicate that with few excep­ 
tions, officials at all levels are 
accepting the law.” 
It quotes 
Richard L. Ger- 
stien, county attorney of Dade 
County: “ In this era of so much 
fear of a ‘Big Brother’ state — 
which is certainly more than 
imaginary 
— 
the 
‘Sunshine 
Law’ is the greatest protection 
the public could have.” 
The s a m e is true of the 
Brown Act. And officials who 
try to evade it, by whatever 
means, should blame no one 
but themselves when their eva­ 
sions result in suspicions that 
they are up to some skulldug­ 
gery. 
There is no need for secrecy 
when there is nothing to hide. 


Legislature Doing Its Job? 


Evidence Shows It Is Not

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — One pertinent 
question bothering a lot of people these 
days is whether the state legislature has 
let its constituents down. 
.And the best observers can do is an­ 
swer, “yes." for in the final analysis, the 
elected representatives of the people do 
not appear to be doing the best job they 
could on behalf of those who put them in 
office. 
Of course, the legislature means differ­ 
ent things to different people, if they 
choose to think about government at all 
— which many do not if for no other 
reason that it requires thinking. .And the 
attitude that “ government is the business 
of the politicians instead of the people 
they represent" appears to be growing. 
True, government is the business of the 
politicians, and from all indications, the 
pcliucians have taken government over 
to the point where they operate it on their 
own behalf, rather than in the interests of 
the people who elected them. 


ONE OF THE MANY samples of this is 
the failure of the legislature to enact a 
system of tax reform which would at 
least equalize the tax burdens which the 
legislative constituents find so burden­ 
some. 


For more than three years, the law­ 
makers have been toying with legislation 
which might in some manner accomplish 
such a purpose. 


TODAY'S WORLD 


But the years slip by, and the legisla­ 
ture makes no concrete move to offer tax 
r e f o r m , or work out any method for 
equalizing the burden. 
As a result, the public continues to pay 
bigger taxes with all of the old injustices 
in full effect, with the property owner the 
scapegoat. 
.ANOTHER EXAMPLE of how the leg­ 
islature lets the people down, and leaves 
the door open to possible legal action, is 
its utter disregard of the demands for 
enactment of the state budget by June 30. 
The temper of the state employees, cut 
out of a pay raise this year, is slightly on 
the sour side, and no wonder, after look­ 
ing at members of the legislature vote 
themselves and Gov. Ronald Reagan in­ 
creases in salary. 
Psychologically, this was the worst 
thing the legislature could do to promote 
good relations on the part of the thou­ 
sands of employees who have a difficult 
time making ends meet. The amount of 
money involved in the high-level raises is 
not great, but the fact that the elected 
representatives of the people voted them­ 
selves more money stirred up strong 
resentment. 
So if the legislative dilly-dallying on the 
budget happens again next year, it would 
not be surprising if the state employees 
stayed home from work on July 1. as well 
they might, with no funds legally avail­ 
able to pay them. 
All the evidence seems to point to the 
fact that the legislature is not doing a 
proper job for the people; at least, not 
the job it is being paid to do.

Abortion Decision 
Raises Questions 


The recent opinion rendered by the 
court of appeals striking down virtually 
all of California's “therapeutic abortion 
law" cannot be termed justice for the 
unborn child, or the mother who must 
bear the anguish of having destroyed life. 
Even the spurious grounds of rape, in­ 
cest. physical or mental health of the 
mother have been removed as reasons 
for terminating pregnancy. Under this 
opinion a woman has a constitutional 
right to demand an abortion. Does this 
mean that a woman can interpret preg­ 
nancy as an illness and that a doctor 
must treat her even if it is contrary to his 
medical, moral or religious beliefs ? It 
could be argued that a woman could 
simply go to a doctor willing to perform 
an abortion, but what if there were none 
available? Would the doctor who did not 
wish to perform the abortion be held in 
violation of the law? 
Another interesting point raised by the 
learned judges is that “quickening” (the 
mother has felt life» is the point when the 
baby has a right to “independent life.” 
Quickening generally occurs at four and 
a half months. What about the many 
women who have never experienced 
quickening, but have delivered fully de­ 
veloped normal babies? Does this mean 
that their life could be taken when labor 
begins? It is recognized that quickening 
might be one of the few means available 
to primitive tribes to determine when life 
begins, but our society has long since 
developed more sophisticated methods 
which measure life’s activities at a much 
earlier stage of embryonic development. 
As an example, the heart starts beating 
and can be measured at 23 days gesta­ 
tion. 
Finally, how do these judges take into 
account the numerous wills and legacies 
that have been awarded to c h i l d r e n 
based on the date of conception? I'm sure 
that when money is involved the preg­ 
nant mother can argue quickening was 
felt a little earlier than medical science 
now knows to be possible. If the child is 
given the legal right to inherit money 
shouldn't he be given a chance to spend 
it?

WASHINGTON — How do you single 
out of the crowd a man who can measure 
up to the fearful demands of the presi­ 
dency? Is there such a man today? The 
pessimists, 
the 
doubters, 
the 
cynics 
would say no. 
Just possibly history can shed a little 
light on this most troubling of questions 
when the crowd is so large and confused 
In the late 1850s Jam es Buchanan, a 
Democrat, was a vacillating, timid presi­ 
dent who failed to face up to the deep 
divisions in the country between the 
slave-holding South and the industrial, 
abolitionist North. With the government 
in Washington ineffectual, the drift was 
steadily toward disruption and break­ 
down. 
The new Republican party had a num­ 
ber of showy candidates, among them 
conspicuous establishment figures on the 
eastern seaboard. Out on the prairie in 
Illinois was a lanky, rather uncouth-look­ 
ing lawyer who had variable success in 
politics. Abraham Lincoln w’as an un­ 
known. 
NOT ONLY WAS he unknown but he 
kept his views very much to himself. To 
the annoyance of his backers in the east, 
he would not say that he favored emanci­ 
pation of the slaves, nor would he go so 
far as to express opposition to the institu­ 
tion of slavery. This was a careful, deli­ 
berate man whose caution irritated the 
“ new left” of his day. 
Yet. he was nominated at the Wigwam 
in Chicago as, in a sense, a candidate 
representing a compromise between the 
abolitionists and those who continued to 
b e 1 i e v e the union could survive with 
gradual changes abating the differences 
between the two regions. As president, 
Lincoln showed the courage, the steel, 
the integrity that made him, in the view 
of this observer, the greatest of the 
American presidents. 
He had refrained as a candidate from 
further inflaming the national temper. 
Once in the office he was his own man. 
Nothing could illustrate his independence 
better than his response to the letter sent 
him by his arrogant secretary of state, 
William C. Seward, saying that since 
Lincoln was green and inexperienced, he, 
Seward, would be happy to take over the 
principal duties of the presidency. Thanh 
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you just tne same, said Lincoln, but 1 will 
manage without your help 
AN EXAMPLE closer at nand was the 
governor of New York in 1932 Franklin 
D. Roosevelt had shown that he was an 
adroit politician, winning election as a 
Democrat in a normally Republican state 
and over the divisions in his own party 
But he was considered a man of modest 
talents who had about reached the limits 
of his ambition. Early that year as the 
depression deepened and the conventions 
loomed, one of his detractors wrote that 
he was an amiable man of aristocratic 
lineage who if by some chance elected 
president would make no imprint on the 
office 
With his party split a half-dozen ways 
Roosevelt was a cautious candidate. He 
even campaigned, once he had the nomi­ 
nation, as a budget balancer, though 
millions of Americans were out of work 
Yet once in the office, having proclaimed 
in his inaugural address that “we have 
nothing to fear but fear itself,” he took 
charge and rallied the country behind a 
program to restore the nation to health. 
WHETHER THERE is a potential can 
didate bearing any resemblance to the 
two men who emerged as such strong 
presidents must be a subjective judg­ 
ment. Sen. Harold Hughes of Iowa, who 
has now taken himself out of the race, 
seemed to have some of the qualities of a 
strong man who could on occasion keep 
his own counsel. 
To blame Edmund Muskie for his cau­ 
tion is really blaming him for not want­ 
ing to throw' away his chance for the 
nomination. He is the front runner, being 
sniped at from every side. In the view 
of this observer he comes closest to being 
the candidate who could, given the ele­ 
ments of character, bring some unity to 
the party and prove himself once he is in 
office. 
A few more coups such as President 
Nixon’s impending visit to Peking and 
the campaign next year may turn on 
foreign policy and the President’s prom­ 
ise of a generation of peace. Should that 
be so, with the economy not too flawed, 
he is likely to be reelected. And we shall 
never know whether there was a poten­ 
tial great man among the faces in the 
crowd. 


Japan Surprised, But May 
Make Own Deal With Peking

TOKYO (UPI)—Koichiro Asakai, the 
former Japanese Ambassador to the 
United S t a t e s , used to raise gales of 
laughter in Tokyo with his story about a 
nightmare he had in Washington. 
In this dream, Asakai, whose country 
cooperated for years with America in 
keeping Communist China out of the 
United Nations, gets a 2 a.m. telephone 
call from the U.S. secretary of state. 
“ Thanks for everything, pal,” says the 
secretary. “ But we’ve just recognized 
Peking.” 
SOMETHING LIKE this happened to 
the Japanese when Peking Radio an­ 
nounced President Nixon was coming to 
China for direct negotiations with Pre­ 
mier Chou En-lai. 
Japan has never recognized Commu­ 
nist China. Prime Minister Eisaku Sato, 
its leader for almost seven years, has 
built his foreign policy on a theme of 
Pacific 
partnership 
with 
the 
United 
States. 
“ Japan's relationship with the United 
States is more important than her rela­ 
tionship with any other country,” he said 
in an address about a year ago.

At the 
same time, Sato’s minister of internation­ 
al trade and industry said Japan planned 
to ease its restrictins on trade with Com­ 
munist China. 
The opposition Communist and Social­ 
ist parties, who get about 30 per cent of 
the votes in Japan’s general elections, 
have always favored friendship with 
Communist China. Lately, other opposi­ 
tion groups, including the Buddhist- ori­ 
ented K o m e i t o Party, have taken a 
similar position. 
Even though Japan never has recog­ 
nized Communist China, trade between 
the two countries has grow-n rapidly de­ 
spite some restrictions over the past 10 
years. It reached $825 million on a two- 
way basis in 1970, and probably will go 
over the $1 billion mark this year. 
Japan already is Communist China’s 
largest trade partner, and the trade is 
enormously profitable to Japan. 
CONVINCED THAT China’s economy 
is ready for take-off in the wake of the 
Cultural Revolution, Japanese business 
leaders want their country to get in on 
the ground floor. 
A faction of “doves” on the China 
question, headed by former Foreign Min­ 
ister Aichiro Fujiyama, is agitating hard 
for a diplomatic settlement with the Pe­ 
king Chinese. 
Their efforts got an enormous boost 
from the announcement of the impending 
Nixon visit. 
Sato, 70, is a man who doesn't lose his 
cool easily. 
If possible, Sato will let Nixon be the 
one to tell Nationalist Chinese President 
Chiang Kaishek the news that Chiang’s 
claims to speak for all China are no 
longer allowed. When it is over, Japan 
will make its own deal with Peking and 
the Nationalist Chinese.

clean. 
Foreigners are considered a 
curiosity. 
The Chinese have an abiding 
fear of the Soviet Union. 
T h e r e are many parks in 
China where families go to pic­ 
nic. 
There are no rickshaw boys 
in Shanghai.

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LIFE IN BELGIUM 


By MAYBELLE SPECKMANN 
Evelyn Shiro, who returned 
last week from a year in Bel­ 
gium as a student under the 
American Field Service pro­ 
gram, says the most important 
things in her experience were 
learning who she really is and 
becoming totally involved in an 
entirely different culture. 
“At home I never did know 
what sort of person I was — but 
in Belgium I had no parents or 
friends to depend on in many 
new situations, and I learned to 
have a mind of my own,’’ she 
said. 
“I also learned to be more 
patient, to appreciate my par­ 
ents more and the freedom the 
kids have in this country and 
how good the schools are here. 
The whole experience was tre­ 
mendously exciting.” 
A GRADUATE of Tamalpais 
High School in 1970, the 19-year- 
old girl of Japanese descent is 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Shigeo Joseph Shiro of Tamal­ 
pais Valley and the eldest of 
three daughters. Her sisters are 
Jocelyn, 10. and Carolyn, 13. 
At Tam Evelyn had made an 
outstanding record. Tenth in 
her graduating class in scholas­ 
tic standing, she had been a 
Girls Stater and had received 


many awards. These included 
the Outstanding Student Award 
of the Savings and Loan Asso­ 
ciation of Marin County, the. 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution Citizenship Award, 
the Principal’s Service Award 
at Tam and the Bank of Ameri­ 
ca Fine Arts Award. 
In the small country town of 
Zichem, 
Belgium, 
Evelyn’s 
family 
included 
the 
Michel 
Vanattenhovens and their two 
boys and girls, one of whom, 
Anne-Marie, was Evelyn’s age. 
“My ‘father’ was an actor 
who taught theatrical arts and 
diction at the Hasselt Conserva­ 
tory, where I studied piano on 
Saturdays,” she said. “The rest 
of the time I attended an all­ 
girls Catholic school in the 
neighboring town of Diest. My 
subjects were French, Dutch,. 
Flemish, English, history, ge­ 
ography, analytical geometry,- 
music theory and physical edu­ 
cation.. Since I had already 
graduated from high school, I 
received a book instead of a 
diploma.” 
EVELYN SAID learning to 
speak Flemish, the language 
used in that part of Belgium, 
was her biggest problem, but 
that after about eight months 
she became fluent in the lan­ 


guage and found that made pos­ 
sible closer friendly relations 
with both her teachers and her 
family. 
Comparing school systems 
and youth problems in Belgium 
with those in the United States, 
Evelyn said, “We had to wear 
uniforms, and everything is 
more regimented than in this 
country — and that is true not 
only of the predominant Catho­ 
lic schools but also of the few 
public schools. 


“The kids a r e n ’ t given 
enough 
responsibility 
there. 
They have a bare minimum of 
homework and no projects or 
research. They take an enor­ 
mous number of courses —■ 12 
to 16 solids in comparison with 
five or six here — but they 
memorize everything for the 
examinations given at the end 
of the semester. 
“If they flunk t h o s e , they 
flunk the whole course, and 
whether they pass or not, they 
forget most everything because 
it was just a matter of rote 
memory. A subject we would 
cover in a year takes them four 
or five years.” 
One of the greatest differ­ 
ences Evelyn said she noticed 
was the lack of extracurricular 
activities and sports. This was 


not surprising, since she said 
these were what she enjoyed 
most at Tamalpais High School. 
THERE SHE had been presi­ 
dent of the Honor T California 
Scholastic 
Federation, presi­ 
dent of the French d u b and 
president of the Student League 
for Universal Development of 
Good Environment, while also 
t a k i n g an active part in the 
International and Astronomy 
Clubs, s i n g i n g in the high 
school choir and being a foot­ 
ball song leader and basketball 
cheer leader. 
“We had volley ball at Diest 
only once in 14 days,” she said. 
“The kids can’t be athletic be­ 
cause sports cost too much. 
You have to pay to play tennis 
and go sailing. As for the arts, 


it’s just tough for them if they 
want art or music. There are 
none.” 
Youth social customs and 
problems are very different 
from those in this country, Eve­ 
lyn said. 
“There is a drug problem to 
some extent with kids, but it is 
very small in comparison to 
here, and I think the reason is 
that the government is much 
stricter than in this country. 
“Socially, because there are 
separate schools for boys and 


girls, they don’t have much 
contact, but when they do get 
together they go dancing at a 
discotheque. 
“ G I R L S CAN’T be just 
friends with guys — if a girl 
dances three times with a boy, 
she is said to be going steady 
with him. They gossip but keep 
everything 
important 
within 
themselves and have no serious 
discussions. 
“There is no political protest 
on local or national issues — 
that starts in the universities — 
but they do have strong opin­ 
ions on world politics. Every­ 
where I went I was asked about 
the Vietnam war. I told them I 
could only speak for myself — 
I’m against it — but that there 
are many people against the 
war in America. The Belgians 
see only the v i o l e n t things 
about America, and I made a n . 
effort to make them see this is 
not the whole image.” 


There are no racial problems, 
Evelyn said, but they do have 
national prejudices, such as 
those against Italian workers 
and Moroccans. 
“I met no prejudice.” she 
said, “but many had never seen 
an Oriental-looking person be­ 
fore. and I got many stares.” 
Evelyn learned about other 


foreign cultures from some 
traveling in Italy, Germany 
and the Netherlands. 
“I’m convinced people all 
over the world are essentially 
the same,” she maintained. “I 
made a lot of valuable friends, 
and it was exciting to be com­ 
pletely involved in a whole new 
culture.” 
Differences 
in family life 
were also very interesting, Ev­ 
elyn reported. 
“BELGIAN FAMILIES are 
much c l o s e r than ours and 
more affectionate. It was nice 
there, but I like the way indi­ 
vidual members of American 
families are more independ­ 
ent.” 


She believes the ultimate val­ 
ue of being an AFS student 
depends on one’s own attitudes. 
“You have to want to go out of 
your way to meet p e o p 1 e in 
order to get the most out of the 
experience,” she say s. 
Evelyn’s future plans include 
attending the University of Cal­ 
ifornia at Santa Cruz this fall 
as a music m a j o r , but she 
hopes to take c o u r s e s in 
“everything that interests me. 
I'll decide later on a career.” 
She is not worried too much 
about achieving success and is 
more interested in a richer life.

Gets Helping Hand 


BANGKOK 
(UPI)—Oriental 
brides of American GIs arriv­ 
ing in the United States for the 
first time usually have a hard 
time of it, at least in the 
beginning. 
The language barrier often is 
a major problem, but there are 
others—unfamiliar food, unac­ 
customed cold weather, wide 
cultural 
differences, 
strange 
living 
conditions 
and, 
not 
infrequently, hostile in-laws and 
prejudice. 
TO HELP SUCH brides from 
Thailand, a group of Americans 
and Thais have 
established 
classes aimed at smoothing the 
way for the young women to 
bridge the East-West gap. 
Col. John L. Blackwell, who 
had experience with similar 
programs in other overseas 
assignments, 
organized 
the 
classes in Bangkok 
in 
the 
summer of 1969. 
“I’ve been all over the Far 
East” said the colonel. “We 
can’t 
stop 
our 
boys 
from 
marrying the local girls. So we 
do what we can to help make 
these marriages work.” 
BLACKWELL, 50, command­ 
er of U.S. forces in the Bangkok 
area, set up the program here 
with the help of his wife, Jean, 
and others. It is under the 
direction of Lt. Col. Conrad N. 
Walker, an Army chaplain for 
10 years. 
“I never try to talk them out 
of marrying,” said Walker, who 
counsels the smitten GIs. “I 
just confront them with the 
problems and difficulties these 
marriages face.” 
One problem, he explained, is 
that some of the prospective 
brides seem to think that all 
Americans are rich. 


“I INSIST that the men tell 
these girls how they really live 
in the States,” he said. “Most 
of them do not come from well- 
to-do families. They may look 
as if they are rich in Bangkok, 
but in the States it is different. 
Walker said 
most of the 
brides are likely to have been 
maids and waitresses. “Many 
of 
them 
have 
had 
little 
education but they have poten­ 
tial,” he said. 
“We are trying to help these 
marriages 
work, 
but 
the 
divorce rate is still very high, 
especially when a Thai girl 
marries a black GI.” 


THE CHAPLAIN said he ad­ 
vises black GIs who want to 
marry Thai girls “to stay in the 
Army because the military ac­ 
cepts its own.” 
Many couples seek 
U.S. 
military sponsorship for their 
marriages, most of which are 
Thai ceremonies. This involves 
a lot of red tape and lengthy 
investigations into the girl’s 
background. The investigations 
include police 
and 
medical 
checks. 
Once the GI's unit approves 
the 
m arriage, 
it 
can 
be 
registered at the U.S. Embassy 
here. The bride can use the 
post exchange for shopping. 
The bride has five years to 


decide whether to apply for 
U.S. citizenship. 
THE U.S. EMBASSY does not 
reveal how many GIs have tak­ 
en Thai brides, and a spokes­ 
man in the U.S. c o n s u l 
general’s office declined to dis­ 
cuss the subject at all. 
Most of the unions between 
GIs and Thai girls are informal 
arrangements 
that 
dissolve 
when the man is transferred, 
but a large number of Thai 
girls have gone with their 
husbands to the United States. 
Many have come back disillu­ 
sioned. 
That is the reason for the 
classes, which are designed to 
prepare the brides for what 
they will find in their husbands’ 
homeland. 
ABOUT 30 girls currently are 
attending 
the 
twice-a-week 
classes where they study Eng­ 
lish, first aid, American man­ 
ners and even l e a r n how to 
stuff a turkey. 
The brides range in age from 
19 to their early 30s and their 
command of English varies 
from good to almost none at 
all. 
One of the teachers is Mrs. 
Pat Ladehoff, 29, whose hus­ 
band is a major in the U.S. 
Embassy's 
defense 
attache 
office. 
“ T H E R E ARE so many 
t h i n g s these girls need to 
learn," 
said 
the 
attractive 
mother of two. She teaches her 
students howr to shop in super­ 
markets and use American- 
style kitchen gadgetry as well 
as how to make such things as 
pancakes and spaghetti. 
“Cooking and housekeeping 
are 
not 
difficult for 
these 
girls,” said Col. Blackw'ell, who 
thinks that their personal 
relationships with Americans in 
the United States are a larger 
problem.

The Listener Will Hove To 
Be Judae Of Milhaud's Score 


By MAYBELLE SPECKMANN 
Music lovers will be on their 
own as far as drawing conclu­ 
sions about the work Darius 
Milhaud has written for the 
o p e n i n g of the new Marin 
Veterans Memorial building on 
Sept. 25. 
France’s greatest living com­ 
poser, nearly 80, believes that 
his Suite in G — specially com­ 
missioned by the Marin Sym­ 
phony Orchestra for the gala 
concert — must stand or fall on 
its own without any special 
pleading or explaining from, an 
exercise he regards as extra­ 
neous. 
Before leaving Mills Col­ 
lege in Oakland to return to 
his native c o u n t r y after 
teaching composition and or­ 
chestration 
alternately 
at 
Mills and at the Paris con­ 
servatory since 1947, Milhaud 
had this to say to the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal: 


“ My Suite in G is a composi­ 
tion in four parts in the regular 
classical form of the symphony, 
but music is to be heard, net 
analyzed. That’s why I don’t 
write program notes — only the 
history of a piece and why it 
was written. 


“I was so pleased to be asked 
to write the suite because I 
admire so much the construc­ 
tions of Frank Lloyd Wright, 
and I ’m grateful to the Marin 
Symphony for commissioning it 
because it gave me the chance 
to write it. 


“ I have been a little disap­ 
pointed — the suite should have 
been performed long ago, but 
was held up by delay in con­ 
struction of the auditorium.” 
Said the composer a bit wist­ 
fully, ” 1 have never heard my 
suite, and I regret very much T 
will not be here for the pre­ 


miere performance because I 
will be in Europe. 
“It’s not a particularly dif­ 
ficult work with Sandor Saigo 
conducting, I know it will be 
a very great performance. He 
is a very clever man and a 
wonderful musician. You are 
very lucky to have him as the 
conductor of your symphony 
orchestra.” 
Urged to comment further 
about his composition, Milhaud 
— a key figure in contemporary 
music who is said to be the 
most prolific living composer 
and one who has written in 
almost every genre — would 
say only, “There is only good 
music and bad m u s i c . The 
same thing was going on in the 
18th 
Century. 
Modern 
style 
means nothing.” 
A few clues as to what to 
expect from his Wuite in G may 
be gathered by reviewing some 
of the beliefs he has stated 
elsewhere. 
It is stupid to worry about 
being old fashioned, and each 
composer should keep on writ­ 
ing in his own style, Milhaud 
has said, asserting that origi­ 
nality cannot be cultivated — it 
comes or it doesn’t. 
Unlike Aaron Copland, who 
feels out of the main stream of 
present day music and does not 
compose much now, though he 
conducts 
avant-garde 
works, 
Milhaud 
is 
fascinated 
with 
modern techniques, and they do 
not intimidate him. He says 
there is only evolution in music, 
not revolution. 
Though he finds such contem­ 
porary 
practices 
as 
writing 
chance and electronic music in­ 
teresting, but not for him, it is 
noteworthy that he is credited 
with great influence on such 
outstanding contemporary bay 
area composers as Burt Bach- 


and 
rach, 
Morton 
Subotnik 
Richard Felciano. 
Ask^d if be remembered 
any Marin musicians who 
had studied under him at 
Mills College, he said. “I 
have had about 267 students 
since I have been teaching at 
Mills, and that would be diffi­ 
cult to answer.” 
Reflecting a moment, he said, 
“ Oh, yes, I do r e m e m b e r 
Charles 
and 
Robaline 
Mea- 
cham, because I have seen 
them since they were at Mills.” 
Meacham, who with his wife 
teaches at the College of Marin, 
is assistant conductor of the 
Marin Symphony Orchestra.

Decision On 


Vote Policy 
Is Delayed 


I-J Special Report 
SAN FRANCISCO - A deci­ 
sion whether printers on strike 
against the Independent-Jour- 
nal are eligible to vote in a 
representation election was de­ 
layed at least 14 days yesterday 
when a hearing officer for the 
National Labor Relations Board 
took the m atter under submis­ 
sion. 
The election, requested by 
San Francisco Typographical 
Union 21, must be held to sub­ 
stantiate 
the union’s claims 
that it is the bargaining agent 
for composing room employees. 


In 
continuing the 
m atter, 
h e a r i n g officer Jerrold C. 
Schaefer said a date for the 
election will be set once the 
NLRB regional director rules 
whether strikers may partici­ 
pate. 


The hearing, which consisted 
mainly of testimony by Norwin 
S. Yoffie, I-J general manager, 
who outlined composing room 
operations, ended with attor­ 
neys directed to file briefs with­ 
in 14 days on the election issue. 


Disagreement between attor­ 
neys yesterday centered on a 
law governing representation 
elections 
which 
states 
that 
“ bona fide permanent employ­ 
ees”, hired to replace those on 
strike, are eligible to vote. It 
further states that strikers also 
may vote if the election is held 
d u r i n g the first year of the 
strike. 


Robert V. Magor, attorney 
for the I-J, maintained that 
striking union employees lost 
their 
eligibility 
in 
January 
when the strike entered its sec­ 
ond year. 


If his position is upheld, he 
said later, those hired by the 
newspaper to replace striking 
union members would be eligi­ 
ble to vote but not the strikers. 


And if during that election the 
union is not designated by em­ 
ployees 
as their 
bargaining 
agent, it technically would no 
longer be striking the I-J. 


Union attorney Duane B. Bee­ 
son, maintaining his clients do 
have a right to vote, said the 
election was legally delayed 
over the one-year m ark be­ 
cause an unfair labor practice 
charge had been filed against 
the newspaper. 


That charge, filed Jan. 4,1971 
along with the election petition, 
was later dismissed as unfound­ 
ed. 


In a related move, Beeson 
requested a complete list of 
composing 
room 
employees 
hired after the strike began sc 
their status as “ permanent re­ 
placements” 
and 
therefore 
their right to vote could be veri­ 
fied. 


“The union feels it should 
delve into when they were hired 
and what they were promised 
. . . , ” he said urging non-strik­ 
ing employees be subpoenaed. 


Magor objected, charging the 
union with “some of the worst 
violence 
imaginable” 
during 
the 19-month-old strike. He said 
the newspaper feared addition­ 
al "harrassm ent and intimida­ 
tion” of its employees. 


Schaefer later dismissed the 
union’s request saying eligibili­ 
ty of individual “ permanent re­ 
placement” as well as strikers 
would be a m atter for challenge 
after the election.

GOOD OPINION 
I must begin by thanking my 
correspondent for his good opin­ 
ion, but if he wants a simple 
answer he must ask a simple 
question. The answer depends 
on who you are, where you are, 
and what you know about your 
opponents. 
To begin with, we must as­ 
sume that you do not know the 
East-West cards. If you know 
that the finesse is going to lose, 
you cannot gain by taking it. 
Therefore we must assume that 
you see only your own (South) 
hand and the dummy. 
AT RUBBER BRIDGE 
If you are playing at home, 
the game is presumably ordi­ 
nary rubber bridge. Nobody 
really knows what a part score 
is worth in rubber bridge, but 
most experts think that the val­ 
ue of the part score with both 
sides vulnerable is between 150 
and 250 points, in addition to 
the trick score. 
If you make three hearts, you 
score 90 points below the line. 
The full value must be about 
250 or perhaps 300 points. You 
can afford to try the spade fi­ 
nesse if there is some reasona­ 
ble chance that it will work. 
Even if you go down an extra 
trick three times as often as the 
finesse works, you will still be 
better off taking the finesse 
rather than refusing it all the 
time. 
BEWARE OF WEST 
If you know that this particu­ 
lar West never leads from a 
king if he can possibly help it, 
you should not take the finesse. 
If the game is match-point 
tournament bridge, you should 
play the ace of spades. East 
and West should surely score

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Permit Bid To Convert 
Contested Site Gets Nod 


The Mill Valley City Cbuncil 
last night approved conversion 
of the old Brown’s furniture 
store into a collection of spe­ 
cialty shops, thus appearing to 
settle the fate of the building 
whose use has been a source of 
civic contention. (Another Mill 
Valley City Council story, page 
1) 
In a 3-2 vote, the c o u n c i l 
granted a parking variance to 
developer 
Fred 
Baker 
who 
plans to convert the cavernous 
store at 38 Miller Avenue into a 
department store with more 
than a dozen shops, a miniver- 
sion of Sausalito's Village Fair. 
By approving the variance — 
with a list of conditions at­ 
tached — the council upheld a 
previous planning commission 
decision which granted the va­ 
riance allowing only 30 parking 
spaces instead of 118 required 
by law. 
In taking the action, the coun­ 
cil also denied three appeals 
from residents — one. the wife 
of Mayor George E Wickham 
— who opposed the department 
store idea. Voting against the 
variance was Wickham and 
Councilman Robert H. Andre- 
sen. 
After 
considerable 
debate 
about the department store, 
peppered with comments from 
Wickham about the direction 
Mill Valley is taking, the coun­ 


cil approved the variance with 
these conditions: Open space be 
retained from the back of the 
building to Ethel Avenue: exist­ 
ing steps from Ethel Avenue to 
Miller Avenue be reconstruct­ 
ed: the area south of the build­ 
ing be improved for a parking 
area, paved, striped and dedi­ 
cated to the city and provision 
for a covered, protected com­ 
muter bicycle parking area 
The council's decision fol­ 
lowed an eloquent plea by Bak­ 
er who urged i m m e d i a t e 
action: 
"We’re trying to do a very 
idealistic thing, but w’e can’t 
hold out forever. We don’t have 
the money or the stamina. Or 
even the energy.” 
In a prepared statement to 
the council, the developer said, 
"Our plan is to appeal to people 
who will be conscious of the 
downtown clog and abandon 
cars in favor of walking and 
bicycling. We will give the city 
88 bicycle parking spaces and 
88 trees in lieu of the parking 
spaces we can't squeeze on the 
site.” 
The plan for the department 
store complex which Baker said 
will be built in "a myriad of 
flowers” 
includes 
a 
bicycle 
rental shop, a health food store, 
restaurant, 
bakery, 
exotic 
plants, an American Indian 
craft shop, a saddle shop and 


an organic barber shop. 
‘ ‘ T h e r e ' l l be no hippie 
stores.” Baker assured council- 
men. "A great deal of effort 
and screening has gone into 
proposed tenants.” 
Councilman Jean S. Barnard 
defended Baker’s right to gam­ 
ble on the lack of parking not 
being a commercial risk. 
The land proposed for the 30- 
car parking lot. to be controlled 
by one-hour meters, is owned 
by another party. The council 
indicated it will try to purchase 
the land "at a fair price” —• the 
cost to be borne by the develop­ 
er — but may consider condem­ 
nation as a last resort. 
Plans for a 400-seat restau­ 
rant in the s t r u c t u r e fell 
through last November when 
the city council overturned a ; 
planning commission decision 
to issue a permit for the restau­ 
rant. 
Many Mill Valley residents 
objected to the proposal claim­ 
ing. among other things, that 
downtown parking was inade­ 
quate to serve a restaurant.

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Same Debut Date 
For W illie, Dave 


Is it more than just a coincidence that Dave 
Kingman made his major league debut July 30, 
precisely 12 years to the day that Willie McCovey 
made his entrance into the big time July 30, 1959? 
It’s an intriguing coincidence. 
Kingman, a 6-6, 210, rookie first 
baseman is considered by the 
Giants to be heir apparent to 
mcCovey, 6-4. 215, whose base­ 
ball career now is threatened 
by a damaged left knee. 
.ASTROLOGERS are looking 
into the m a t t e r just as they 
have been examining such hap­ 
penings since the ancient days 
of Egypt 
Coincidences just 
don't happen as far as astrolo­ 
gy practitioners are concerned. 
They feel terrestrial events are 
governed by heavenly constella­ 
tions and stellar influence on 
mortals, particularly at the mo­ 
ment of their birth. 
Kingman was born Dec. 21, 
1948. That makes him a Sagit­ 
tarius. But he just got under the 
zodiac’s ninth sign (Nov. 23- 
Dec. 21). Another day, perhaps 
another hour or minute, and he 
would have been a Capricorn. 
There's no doubt about McCov­ 
ey being a Capricorn. He was 
born Jan. 10, 1938, smack in the 
middle of the zodiac’s tenth 
sign (Dec. 22-Jan. 20). 
“I DONT know much about 
such things,” said Charlie Fox. 
“My ancestors came from Ire­ 
land, not Egypt. I’m a lepre­ 
chaun man myself.” 
The manager of the Giants 
said his knowledge of Capricorn 
and Sagittarius was quite limit­ 
ed although he sailed the seas 
for three years (1942)45) as a 
Navy gunner aboard merchant 
ships during World War II. 
‘‘That was on the Murmansk 
run,” said Fox. “the North Star 
was the one to which we paid 
attention among other things. I 
think Capricorn is a southern 
zodiacal constellation between 
Sagittarius and Aquarius.”

He rattled all the 
fences and tagged ail the bases 
in old Seals Stadium in a 4-for-4 
performance against a pretty 
good pitcher, Robin Roberts of 
the Phillies. 
Kingman’s debut was less 
sensational at bat but he looked 
great at first base. The rookie 
was sent into the game as a 
substitute runner for McCovey 
after M c C o v e y had just 
knocked in the winning two 
runs during a sixth inning rally 
that beat the Pirates 5-2. 


KINGMAN CAME to bat once 
and sliced a towering popup to 
shallow right field where the 
Pirate second baseman gloved 
it. At first base during the final 
three i n n i n g s of the game, 
Kingman set in motion a diffi­ 
cult double play and handled 
two other chances routinely. 
On the DP he made a perfect 
throw to Chris Speier and then 
gracefully moved back to first 
base to take Speier’s return 
throw. 
Rosy Ryan, general manager 
of the Phoenix Giants, predicts 
a great major league career for 
Kingman who just a year ago 
was a college star at University 
of Southern California. The 
Giants made him their No. 1 
pick in the special phase of the 
June, 1970, free agent draft. 


“KINGMAN IS one of the 
strongest men I’ve ever seen,” 
said Ryan. “He has a chance to 
become one of the game’s great 
sluggers.” 
When he was called up by the 
Giants July 30 Kingman was 
l e a d i n g the Pacific Coast 
League in RBIs (99) and was 
just five home runs short (26) of 
the Phoenix team record of 31. 
Ryan should know a slugger 
when he sees one. he was Babe 
Ruth’s roommate in 1928 with 
the Y a n k e e s after his own 
pitching career with the Giants 
ended.

Carlton Finds His

him Joe Naehio, former presi­ 
dent of the P a n a m a winter 
league. 


“He couldn’t move,” Nachio 
says.

Di- 
Mag was asked to throw out the 
first ball for the Nicaraguan 
baseball season and while there 
he was invited to do some fish­ 
ing in the interior about 80 
miles away. 
“It was wild and very primi­ 
tive,” Nachio says about the 
place they went to.

But 
they recognized Joe. From in­ 
side their bamboo huts, straw- 
thatched dwellings and mud 
buildings they kept calling out 
‘Joe DiMaggio!

Actually it wasn’t a whole lot 
different last Saturday when 
DiMaggio showed up at Shea 
Stadium to participate in the 
Mets’ Old-Timers game. 
He tried ducking through a 
side door but it was no use. He 
was immediately recognized by 
two kids whose eyes grew big 
as balloons and in no time flat 
there were 35 others around 
sticking a scorecard, a piece of 
paper, a baseball, anything, un­ 
der his nose for him to sign.

FISH AND GAME 


Expectations High 
For Deer Hunting 


By ALGIDOfNGS 


Aug. 7 through Sept. 26 are the open days for 
the early deer season. Sixteen counties plus parts 
of others will all be open throughout the state 
during this time. Marin, Lake, Sonoma, Napa and 
Mendocino counties are all included in the early 
season opening. 
--------------------------------- 
The 1971 hunting regulations 
are available at the sporting 
goods stores for those needing 
more information. The early 
season bag limit for bucks re­ 
mains at two per person per 
season, but last year’s new law 
of needing both tags for the late 
season bucks puts a crimp into 
the deal for many hunters. Del 
Norte and Humboldt counties 
are the late season exceptions; 
two bucks are still legal there. 
THE LATE season generally 
open Sept. 25 through Oct. 25 
with a number of exceptions on 
closures. In Modoc County and 
those portions of Siskiyou, 
Shasta and Lassen counties 
lying north and east of certain 
boundary lines, the season is 
Sept. 25 through Oct. 25, with a 
one buck, three point or better, 
law in effect. 
A late season Sept. 25 through 
Nov. 14 will be in effect for 
some of the remainder of the 
state, but for each individual, 
reading the hunting regulations 
is a must for a clear picture of 
the area in which you hunt. 
THE FISH and Game wildlife 
managers have predicted pros­ 
pects as good in some of the 
local counties including Marin 
County. The prediction here is 
that the buck kill should be 
substantially higher than last 
year when hunters turned in 
tags for 422 bucks compared to 
the 1966-70 average of 570. For­ 
age conditions are good, and 
the deer are in good condition. 
All of the h u n t i n g in Marin 
County is on private lands, with 
no public lands open for hunt­ 
ing. Incorporation of private 
lands into the Point Reyes Na­ 
tional Seashore, where no hunt­ 
ing is allowed, is expected to 
result in an eventual decrease 
in the buck take for this county.

Stock is now 
about $37. Should I hold or 
sell? — J.H. 
A. Weakness in Becton, Dick­ 
inson shares is primarily attrib­ 
utable to a s l o w d o w n in 
company’s earnings growth. Al­ 
though Becton has withstood 
the economic downturn better 
than many firms, the company 
is not wholly recession-resist­ 
ant. 
Sales gained only 4.4 per cent 
in the nine months ended June 
30, while net income declined 
1.3 per cent to 76 cents a share 
from 77 cents in the like 1970 
period. Demand for medical 
supplies and laboratory serv­ 
ices remained strong. However, 
sales in the electronics group 
were sluggish. 


While full year results may 
show little improvement over, 
last year, future outlook is fa­ 
vorable and should be aided by 
expansion in the disposable 
medical products field and a 
pickup in the economy.
